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MARKET  REVIEW 

On  November  30,  the  Department  announced  a  further  increase  of 
125,  000  short  tons  in  the  total  sugar  quotas  for  the  continental 
United  States  for  1956.    This  action  brought  quotas  to  a  total  of 
9, 000, 000  tons. 

While  supplies  previously  made  available  appeared  to  be 
to  meet  distribution  requirements,  the  prices  of  raw  and 
sugar  had  risen.    Accordingly,  this  action  was  taken  for 
of  checking  the  upward  price  trend  and  of  providing  even 
supplies  to  consumers. 

For  1955,  final  quotas,  quota  charges  and  deliveries  were  approxi- 
mately 8,  400,  000  tons  or  600,  000  tons  less  than  the  present  quota. 
Deliveries  through  December  8,  1956  were  nearly  500,  000  tons 
above  those  at  the  same  time  last  year.    However,  a  part  of  the  in- 
crease in  1956  deliveries  will  represent  larger  consumer  stocks  or 
sugar  held  by  primary  distributors  for  physical  delivery  during  1957. 
In  view  of  the  international  situation,  labor  difficulties  and  price 
uncertainties  prevailing  during  the  final  month  of  1956  most  segments 
of  the  industry  were  inclined  to  carry  higher  year  end  inventories 
than  in  recent  years. 

Production  from  the  195  7  crops  of  the  domestic  areas  (Mainland  Cane 
and  Beet  Area,  Puerto  Rico,  Hawaii  and  the  Virgin  Islands)  is  ex- 
pected to  be  the  largest  of  record.    The  major  foreign    supplier  of 
our  market,  Cuba, has  increased  its  production  level  above  that  of 
1956.    Cuban  production  for  1957  has  been  set  at  5,  850,  000  tons  or 
625,  000  tons  above  the  1956  crop.    In  1950,  1951,  and  1952,  when  carry- 
over stocks  in  Cuba  averaged  320,  000  short  tons,  production  to  the  end 
of  January  of  new  crop  sugar  averaged  570,  000  tons  or  8.  4  percent  of 
the  crop  year  production.    During  the  interim  years  stocks  have  been 
at  the  2,  000,  000  ton  level  and  January  production  has  averaged  only 
about  100,  000  tons.    This  year's  carryover  is  estimated  between 
550,  000  and  650,  000  tons  and  in  recognition  of  these  lower  stocks 
and  the  firm  demand  for  sugar  for  early  195  7  delivery  some  Cuban 
mills  have  already  begun  to  produce  new  crop  sugars. 

Raw  sugar  spot  prices  at  New  York  averaged  6.  06  cents  per  pound 
through  November  1956  as  compared  with  6.  08  in  1951,  6.  28  in  1952, 
6.  31  in  1953,  6.  10  in  1954  and  5.  96  in  1955.    However,  the  November 
average  of  6.  33  cents  was  higher  than  in  any  of  the  preceding  five 
years  except  November  of  1952.    At  the  time  of  the  Department's 
last  quota  action  the  spot  raw  price  was  6.  50  cents.    During  the  first 
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six  days  of  December  the  spot  price  was  6.  45  and  then  declined  to 
6.  30  cents  by  mid- December.,    The  average  price  for  the  year  will  be 
about  the  same  as  the  1954  average  price  of  6.  09  cents  but  less  than 
in  195Z  and  1953  when  prices  averaged  6.  26  and  6.  29,  respectively. 
During  1955  raw  sugar  prices  averaged  5,  95  cents  per  pound. 

At  mid-December  the  wholesale  price  of  refined  cane  sugar  was 
$9.  10  per  hundred  pounds  in  the  Northeast,  $8.  85  in  the  Chicago-West 
territory  and  the  Southeast  and  $8.  90  in  the  Gulf  area.    In  the  Pacific 
Coast  territory  the  price  was  $9.  10  for  California,  Arizona  and 
Nevada  and  $9,  00  in  the  Northwest  states.    However,  orders  were 
taken  at  $8.  85  in  the  Northwest  states  for  delivery  through  January 
1957.    Beet  sugar  was  quoted  at  $8.  65  in  the  Chicago-West  territory 
but  orders  were  taken  for  delivery  through  January  of  1957  at  $8.  50. 
In  the  Pacific  Coast  territory  beet  sugar  prices  are  10  cents  below 
those  quoted  for  cane  sugar  and  orders  were  taken  for  delivery 
through  January  at  $8,  75  to  Northwest  states.    Beet  sugar  prices 
are  now  quoted  at  $8.  75  in  the  state  of  Michigan. 

The  wholesale  price  of  refined  cane  sugar  at  New  York  averaged  $8.  74 
per  hundred  pound  bag  for  the  first  11  months  of  the  year  and  if  the 
present  $9.  10  price  prevails  during  the  balance  of  December  the  annual 
average  will  be  $8.  77  as  compared  to  $8.  38  in  1951,  $8.  62  in  1952, 
$8.  72  in  1953  and  1954,  and  $8.  59  last  year.    The  differential  between 
the  annual  average  price  of  refined  and  raw  sugar. at  New  York  is 
indicated  at  $2.  68  per  hundred  pounds  for  1956  as  compared  with  the 
previous  high  of  $2.  64  during  1955. 

The  spot  price  for  world  raw  sugar,  f .  a,  s.  Cuba,  reached  a  high  point' 
of  5.  00  cents  per  pound  on  November  28  when  a  high  mark  of  5,  30 
cents  in  the  Contract  4(W)  March  195  7  futures  price  was  registered. 
The  world  futures  trading  volume  was  heaviest  on  the  following  day 
when  1,  603  lots  were  traded,  with  the  March  futures  price  opening  at 
5.  00  cents  and  closing  at  4.  72  cents,  58  points  below  the  high  mark 
of  the  preceding  day.    During  the  ten  following  trading  days,  6,  310 
lots  of  Contract  4(W)  were  traded  compared  to  10,  489  during  the  pre- 
ceding ten  trading  days.    The  current  volume  of  trading  is  still  about 
ten  times  as  heavy  as  the  average  volume  of  633  lots  traded  per  ten 
trading  days  during  the  three  month  period  preceding  November  8. 

The  International  Sugar  Council  meeting  in  special  session  in  London 
on  December  14  increased  both  1956  and  1957  free  market  quotas  by 
five  percent  of  the  basic  export  tonnages  to  4,  573,  3  75  metric  tons, 
but  stipulated  that  no  exporting  country  would  incur  a  penalty  for  failure 
to  ship  any  portion  of  its  1956  quota  increase  during  the  few  remaining 
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days  of  the  year.    Cuba's  share  of  this  increase  is  112,  500  metric 
tons.    Just  before  this  increase,  the  Cuban  world  market  quota 
was  increased  by  41,  255  tons  as  a  result  of  a  65,  000  ton  deficit 
declaration  by  Poland.    If  Cuba  succeeds  in  shipping  her  entire  1956 
quotas  in  the  U.  S.  and  world  markets,  her  carryover  stocks  would 
be  only  about  500,  000  metric  tons,   (550,  000  short  tons). 

On  December  20,  the  Department  announced  a  1957  sugar  require- 
ments determination  of  8,  800,  000  short  tons,   raw  value,  and  quotas 
totaling  the  same  amount  were  established  for  domestic  and  foreign 
supplying  areas.

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STATISTICAL  SERIES  IN  THIS  ISSUE 
HIGHLIGHTS 

1.  Final  data  on  October  1956  deliveries  of  sugar  for  United  States  con- 
sumption 830,  000  short  tons,  raw  value;  the  previously  published 
preliminary  for  that  month  was  831,  000  tons.    November  deliveries  of 
sugar  664,  000  tons  (preliminary)  up  9.7  percent  from  November  1955. 

2.  Primary  distributors'  stocks  December  1,  1956,  1,  700,  000  short  tons, 
raw  value  (preliminary)  up  599,  000  tons  from  October  31*  1956  but 
down  16,  000  tons  from  November  30,  1955.    During  November  beet 
processors'  stocks  increased  469,  000  tons,  mainland  cane  processors' 
stocks  94,  000  tons,  and  refiners'  stocks  increased  52,  000  tons;  im- 
porters' of  direct  consumption  sugar  stocks  declined  16,  000  tons. 

3.  Charges  to  quotas,   January  through  November,  8,  519,  000  tons,  up 
397,  000  or  4.  9  percent  from  same  period  of  1955.    During  Novem- 
ber and  December  quotas  were  increased  by  225,  000  tons,  to  a 
total  of  9,  000,  000  tons  for  1956  or  600,  000  tons  larger  than  last 
year.    Total  unfilled  quota  balances  on  December  13  this  year  were 
284,  000  tons  as  compared  with  147,  000  tons  last  year.  Unfilled 
balances  of  the  following  supply  areas  on  December  13  were  larger 

than  the  previous  year  Domestic  beet  about  112,  000  tons  in  1956 

versus  58,  000  in  1955;  Mainland  cane  about  43,  000  versus  34,  000; 
Puerto  Rico,   58,  000  versus  about  2,  000;  Cuba,  50,  000  versus  about 
6,  000  in  1955;  and  "full  duty"  countries  as  a  group  5,  000  versus 
about  1,  000.    The  Hawaiian  unfilled  balance  on  December  13,  1956, 
was  about  15,  000  tons  as  compared  with  44,  000  tons  in  1955.  The 
Philippines  and  the  Virgin  Islands  have  no  1956  unfilled  balances. 

4.  October  1956  deliveries  to  all  five  regions  were  larger  than  in 
October  1955  ranging  from  23  percent  to  the  New  England  to  6  per- 
cent to  the  North  Central  region.    Deliveries  to  each  of  the  Middle 
Atlantic,  Southern,  and  Western  were  about  16  percent  larger.  As 
compared  with  September  of  this  year  shipments  of  sugar  during 
October  were  larger  by  20  percent  to  the  Southern  region  13  percent 
to  New  England  region,  and  10  percent  to  the  Middle  Atlantic  region. 
Shipments  to  the  Western  and  North  Central  regions  declined  by  20 
and  5  percent,  re spectiyely. 

5.  Five  of  the  six  major  industrial  sugar  using  groups  received  more 
sugar  from  primary  distributors  during  the  third  quarter  of  1956, 
than  during  the  same  quarter  of  1955.    Increases  for  these  groups 
ranked  according  to  the  total  quantity  of  their  purchases  were  as 
follows:    (1)  canned,  bottled  and  frozen  foods,   11.4  percent;  (2)  bakery, 
cereals  and  allied  products,  6.4  percent;  (3)  confectionery  and  re- 
lated products,  8.  9  percent;  (4)  ice  cream  and  dairy  products,   0.  9 
percent;  (5)  multiple  and  all  other  food  uses,   7.  7  percent.  The 
beverage  industry  (principally  soft  drinks)  received  6.  3  percent  less 
sugar  in  the  third  quarter  of  1956  than  in  the  comparable  period  of 
1955.    Sugar  shipments  to  wholesale  and  jobber  establishments  de- 
clined by  3.4  percent  whereas  shipments  to  retailers  increased  1.2 
percent.
